Death’s Doings: Rev 
P Sheeder 
died at his home one mile east of 
town on W ednesday, October 21, of 
apoplexy, aged 77 years. He grad u ­ 
ated from Pennsylvania college in 
the class of 1847 and from the L u­ 
th eran Theological sem inary in 1849.
